SCHOOLS 

With the “four moderniza- 
tions”Pprogram moving into high 
gear，there had been changes in 
the educatior system:， After the 
Cultural Revolution, rural schools 
had adopted a 9-year System-5 in 
the Primary grades，and 2 years 
each in junior and senior middle 
schools. But the schools discovered 
that students had difficulty digest- 
ing curriculum subject matter in 
that span of time,， Hence key 
Schools are considering a change 
to a 10-year System. Also with the 
greater stress on academic quality， 
the physical labor classes required 
for students have been reduced to 
2 hours weekly from the former 
1-1ye days per week The 
emphasis is on instilling in the 
student an appreciation of the 
importance of physical labor in 
society within the context of the 
School curriculum . 

After two days in Kaiping we

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Stella Chan Leaves C town 
Public Library Next Month

SAN FRANCISCO 一 “Its been 
one of the most challenging and re- 
warding positions that Tve ever 
held、，smiled Stella Chan，describ- 
ing her job as branch librarian at 
the Chinatown Library. Chan has 
worked atthe library since 1971 and 
headed it since 1973，but will be 
leaving at the end of May because 
her husband has been transferred 
to Boston. 

Chan's tenure as head librarian 
has witnessed an impressive devel- 
opment of the Chinatown Library， 
So that it is now frequently Shown 
to foreign visitors，and is .often 
citedasamodelcommunity library. 

STATUS 

What has enabled the library to 
achieve its respected status? Chan 
attributes the library's success 
largely to its patrons.“Our patrons 
appreciate OUT work and service 
and make it possible for us to grow 
more,， Chan explained，adding 
that their use increases circulation， 
which then qualifies the library for 
better budgets, which then can pro- 
Vide better services for more 
People. 

The library's revitalization first 
began in 1968 with the develop- 
ment of a Chinese collection, which 
has grown from a single shelf to 
Over 15.000 volumes and accounts 
for half of the library's total circula- 
tion. 

QUALITY 

“Mostiy:I do what librarians_ are 
trained to do Chan said in ex- 
plaining how She selects books for 
the Chinese collection. Her choice 
of books is dependent upon the 
relevance of the materials 一 wheth- 
er the book will interest the pa- 
trons，Or whether the 'book is 
crucial to _ the collection and will 
round it out. The quality and accu- 
racy of the materials are also con- 
Sidered, as well as the cost and the 
library budget. Chan has tried to 
maintain a variety of viewpoints in 
the collection，and believes it is 
well-balanced. The bulk of the 


materials come from Taiwan and 
Hong Kong，where mainland Chi- 
nese materials are also obtained. 

The Chinatown library also 
boasts a pamphlet fle on Chinese 
history and culture, Chinese Amer- 
icans，and San Francisco's China- 
town. An extenslive collection of 
English-language books is another 
Popular item . 

Chan is proud of the many news- 
papers and miagazines from abroad 
in the periodical collection，which 
she Says attracts many senior citi- 
Zens. The record collection is also 
popular with senior citizens，Chan 
discounts traditionalist attitudes 
which tend to downgrade the im: 
portance of records in a library col- 
lection， and remembers ”some 
Senior citizens visiting Solely to bor- 
TOw Cantonese Opera records. 

INVYOLVED 

Aside from the impressive stock 
of books and information，the 1i- 
brary is also_ actively involved in 
community life through the meet- 
ing rooms housed in the basement， 
which were restored by a Commu- 
nity Development Block Grant. 
Now much lighter and more pleas- 
ant than before，the rooms have 
been open since last November and 
used by a _yvariety of commaunity 
groups to instruct census workers， 
hold community college classes， 
and hold Chinese Historical Society 
activities. 

The library's back yard is also 
being fxed up into a play area, with 
the aid of Neighborhood Improve- 
ment Funds and volunteer help 
from the community. 

Chan said she has made an effort 
to _ have adult and senior citizens 
Programs presented at least once a 
month. She is proud of the total， 
Spontaneous translation of all these 
activities.。 The library's patrons 
conme and Participate eagerly in 
these bilingual Programs， Chan 
Said，and are as vocal as anyone 
else.

Seeing the library grOw，seeing 
the Chinese-collection grow, seeing 
Programs SO - well attended were 
some of the rewarding experiences 
that Chan named. She added an- 
other important one:“There's the 
thrill of every day seeing the pa- 
trons...

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Court Upholds 
Overturning of 
Murder Verdict 


SACRAMENTO 一 The Third 
District Court of Appeals has 
unanimously upheld a Sacramento 
judge's release order which over- 
turned Chol Soo Lee's 974 
Chinatown murder conviction . 
The judge had ruled in January 
1979 that the prosecution had 
withheld information from Lee's 
attorneys about a forgotten eye- 
witness to the Chinatown murder. 

The release order came while 
Lee was on trial for a 1977 prison- 
yard slaying of a fellow inmiate， 
which Lee claimed was in self- 
defense. The judge presiding over 
the Prison-yard slaying case for- 
bade Lee's attorneys from disclos- 
ing the release order to the jury， 
and Lee was Subsequently con- 
demned to death. 

The prosecution is now unceTr- 
tain whether it will again appeal 
the release order, this time to the 
California Supreme Court; drop 
the case; OF seek' a retrial in the 
Chinatown case. 

Lee s attorneys are elated at the 
Court of Appeals decision and are 
now appealing the 1977 prison-

The poor quality of rice may 
be due to the military dictator-i 
ship of the country in 1968 and its 
Subsequent nationalization of the 
rice Plantations away from the 
Chinese farmers.
